Pt, and Au; 

n is an integer from 1-3; 

L is a ligand of the formula: 
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therein A and A1 are the same or different and each is independently 
(CR12R13)n, wherein m is an integer from 0 to 6 and wherein R12 and R13 are the 
same or different and each is hydrogen, halogen, nitro, cyano, azido; 

B and B1 are the same or different and each is a nitrogen-, oxygen-, or sulfur- 
capable of complexing with M, wherein the dotted line between B and B1 represents 
an optional covalent bond linking B and together; 

R1 and R2 are the same or different and each is independently a hydrogen, a 
linear or branched alkyi, an aralkyi, an aryl. a halogen, a nitro. or a cyano. or R1 and R2 
together with the carbons to which they are bonded comprise an aryl; wherein when n is 
1 or 2. 

Claims 2-4 stands withdrawn as being outside a reasonable extension of the 
elected species. 

Claims 5-7 would appear acceptable, but are only objected to (^dependent on a 
non-allowable claim.

The terms removed from the pending claim 1 do not meet 35 U.S.C. 112. 1 
2"" paragraph, or are outside the invention elected. 

Claims 8-36 include compounds outside a reasonable extension of the elected 
species. Therefore, they stand withdrawn. 

Claims 37-40 are objected to only as being dependent on a ejected claim.
